THE LODGE BILL. 


Some Senators Who Are Expected to Op- 
pose It. 


RICHMOND, Va., July 4.—[Special.]—Some of the 
best informed democratic leaders in Virginia are 
counting upon the opposition to the Lodge elec- 
tion bill of such republican senatogs as Plumb, of 
Kansas; Cameron, of Pennsylvapia, and Sherman, 
of Ohio. The assumption that these gentlemen 
will earnestly antagonize this important partisan 
measure, in which the people of the south are 80 
much interested, is based wholly upon business 
principles. They are interested with Mahone and 
others in immense tracts of mineral lands in Pat- 
rick and various other mountain counties of this 
state; not counting extensive interests these gen- 
tlemen have in other southern enterprises. Through 
Mahone they have recently made large purchases 
of valuable coal, iron and mineral lands in south- 
western Virginia, in the development of which 
considerable capital will have to be expended. It 
is believed that if actuated by no higher or 
patriotic motives, the senators will not do any- 
thing to aifect the vital interests of a portion of 
the country in which they have risked so much 
of their treasures. Thisisa view some of the 
ablest democratic orators of Virginia take of this 
matter. In oppositian to it, so faras Mahone is 
conccrned, it may be stated that his two congress- 
men from this state, Bowden and Waddill, both 
supported the Lodge bill.

WASHINGTON, Judy 4.—The slumbering little 
city of A'exandria, Va., had a doubte tragedy this 
evening, which came near ending ina riot as the 
close of her Fourth of July eeiebration. Police 
Officer Ticer had arrested a man, when his pris- 
oner was rescued from him by Fred Lee, a negro 
politician. Lee knockeé the officer down, but 
Police Officer McCuen coming to his rescue, Lee 
was arrested. A crowd of negroes gathered 
around, and when the,crowd became threatening, 
Ticer fired two shots, almost instantly killing Lee 
and mortaily wounding another negro, named 
George Tine. The mob dispersed, but quickly re- 
assembled around a saloon to which the officers 
had gone,and three of the negroes were haranguing 
the others to take revenge, when a squad of po- 
licemen captured the speakers and broke up the 
throng.

NIAGARA FALLS, July 4.—John L. Soules, of 
North Muskegon, Mich., started today to swim 
through the whirlpool rapids. He entered the

eddy above the Whirlpool Rapids inclined railway 
with a deep cut in the left knee, and another in 
his left foot. His escape from death was entirely 
accidental. His own skill and strength had little 
to do with it, and} when taken out of the water he 
was so crippled as to be perfectly helpless.

THE GRAND PARADE IN CHATITA- 
NOOGA YESTERDAY. 


THE ILLUMINATIONS LAST NIGHT. 


The Boys in Gray Out in Large Numbers— 
Governor Gordon Speaks to Them— 
The Picnic at Chickamauga. 


CHATTANOOGA, July 4.—The Fourth of July 
exercises of the reunion of the confederate 
veterans took the form of a monster parade 
this morning. 


Ten thousand veterans were in line, together 


with three regiments of Tennessee State 
Guards encamped near the city and several 
military companies from other southern cities. 
General John B. Gordon was commander-in- 
chief of the procession, and as he rode along 
the line in review he was greeted with acon- 
tinuous round of cheers. 

General E. Kirby Smith, attired in a suit of 
confederate gray, commanded the military 
divisions, and he was yociferously cheered 
along the streets. 

Fifty thousand people witnessed the parade. 
In all the line not a single confederate flag 
was displayed, but every command carried 
national colors. Brass bands passed up the 
streets playing national airs and ‘‘Dixie,”’ 
“Bonnie Blue Flag,” and the war tunes on 
both sides, and cheers greeted every air. The 
best of good humor preyailed, and not a single 
incident ss to mar the pleasure of the 
occasion, 

THE SONS OF VETERANS. 

A feature of the parade was several hundred 
young men, sons of confederate veterans, who 
passed along singing national airs. Along the 
line of parade in the business portion of the 
city there was not a single house that was not 
profusely decorated. 

Governor Taylor, of Tennessee, and staff 
headed the Tennessee militia. After the pa- 
rade and review, ‘General Gordon addressed 
several thousand people in frontof the union 
depot. Hissentiments were so patriotic and 


eloquent that the wildest enthusiasm sigh 


vailed. 

Following is Governor Gordon’s speech: 

My Comrades: I appear simply to thank you for 
this call and forthe privilege you have afforded 
me to look into your faces once more, and had I 
the power to call blessings trom Heaven, its 
choicest gifts would be upon your heads. I ask as 
a last parting request, that you prove as true to 
your plighted faith to the unionin future as you 
didto the stars and bars in the days of war. 
[Great cheering.) 

I knew what your response would be, and I 
undertake to say for you, and the future will for- 
ever prove the correctness of the prophecy, that 
whenever the honor, integrity, progress and the 
power of this republic are at stake, these men and 
their children will be found on the side of that 
republic. [Great applause.] And if today I 
desired transmit to my ~posterity an 
assurance that this land would re- 
main great and prosperous and free, 
I would say, in God’s name, commitits destiny to 
such men as these. (Great cheering.] 

God bless you and enable you in following the 
old flag which is the flag of our fathers, to dis- 
charge every duty under his guidance, for the 
future of thig country. [Applause.] 


IN THE BIG TENT. 
This afternoon 5,000 persons crowded into

We all rec gnize the fact that the late war was 
a gallant fight. Both sides were right. We, of 
the south, fought for the constitution of our fa- 
thers. The south was a loyal country. But we 
were wrong on the slavery qusstion, The north 
was right, when it fought us on that s

The 
masses of our countrymen are brave and, there- 
fore, generous; they are strong and, therefore, 
confident; and they are honest and, therefore, 
unsuspecting. Our peril lies in the ease with 
which they may be deluded and cajoled by those 
who would traflic with their interests. 

No occasion is more opportune than the cele- 
bration of the one hundred and fourteenth anni- 
versary of American independence, to warn the 
American people of the present necessity on their 

art of vigilant watchfulness of their rights, and 
jealous action of honest and unselfish perform- 
ance of public duty.

TWO NEGROES FIGHT 


AND ONE HURTS THE OTHER FA- 
TALLY, 


BY STRIKING HIM WITH A CHAIRS 


Allan Echols Inflicts a Wound Upon Josts 
Lipscomb Which May Prove Fatal—The 
Trouble Near Poace de Leon. 


Atien Echols danggrously, probably fatally, 
hurt Joseph Lipscomb last night. 

Both men are negroes, and the blow was 
struck in the house of Echols, about a mile 
and a half beyond Ponce de Leon springs. ; 

Echols is employed on the farm of Mr. W. 
A. Moore, and Lipscomb has been boarding 
with him for some time past. 

Lipscomb is employed in gradinfte the new 
road leading through Ponce de Leon. 

Yesterday Mrs. Echols was in town all day, 
celebrating the Fourth. She returned home 
sometime after dark. Nobody was there when 
she arrived, together with one or two of her 
female neighbors. 

Her husband had gone off somewhere—she 
thought to town—and was not expected to be 
back in a very short time. 

Soon after Mrs. Echols got off her hat, Lips- 
comb came in. 

Then, close on his heels, came Echols, whe 
appeared in the door suddenly, without any 
warning. 

Echols says he saw Lipscomb kiss his wife 
just as he stepped in the door. 

“When he saw me,’’ said Echols, “he 
turned and picked up a pistol that was laying 
out on top of the bureau. I told him to lay it 
down, and at the same moment a 
chair and struck him on the head with it. 
He fell down on the floor, and then I came 
away.” 

About 11 o’clock Echols walked into the 
station house, of his own accord and gave him- 
self up. 

“I have killed a man for kissing my wife,’” 
he explained to Dr. Foute, ‘‘‘and I want to 
give myself up like I was told to do,.”’ 

Echols is a hugely built man, of 
wonderful strength. A blow by 
his hand must have been a 
terrific one. When he came into the station 
eouse he was greatly excited, was without hig 
coat or hat, and it wasa good while after he 
was put in a cell before he calmed dowm 
enough to tell his story. 

A message was sent to the city for Drs, 
Westmoreland and Howell, and they went out 
to see the wounded man. When 
Echols left Lipscomb lying om 
the door, he was lifeless. A great gash was 
cut across his head, and the escaping blood 
had forthed a large pool where he fell. He 
lay there for some time without signs of life, 
but before the physicians reached him, he had 
recovered consciousness and was able to talk 
a little. 

To a CONSTITUTION reporter he said that the 
trou rew out of a 75c board bill whieh 
was cchols. 

‘*Echols,’’ he said, ‘‘came in and demanded 
the 75c, I told him I would pay him, and then 
aeons up my pistol which was lying on the 

ureau to putit in my pocket. Echols told me 
to put the pistol down. Istarted to do so, and 
then he hit me with the chair.” 

Lipscomb is peony seriously hurt. He may 
die from his wound, but the physicians have 
good hopes of his pulling through all right. 

The affair created great excitement in the 
neighborhood. 

Karly this morning Lipscomb was brought 
to Dr. Dan Howell’s office in the city. Hewas 
very much lower than he had been during the 
night, and Dr. Howell said that the chances of | 
his recovery are extremely doubtful. The blow 
from the chair caused concussion of the brain, 
and his death is likely to occurat any moment.

Mortowing Brains. 

It is both suggestive and encouraging to 
learn that Dr. Gilman Thompson, of New 
York, has succeeded in grafting a section of 
a cat’s brain upon the brain of a dog. 

The possibilities opened by this new scien- 
tific venture almost defy conjecture. We 
can not only give dogs the habits of cats 
and make cats snooze on our porches and 
bark at visitors, but we can change the na- 
ture of men. A bulldog, obstinate fellow, 
for instance, can be transformed into a 
sleek, purring man who will never bother 
anybody when his fur is properly stroked. 
On the other hand, we can take a milk and 
water individual and, after tapping his skull, 
make him strong and resolute. 

It is a great discovery, and if Dr. Gilman 
Thompson does not change human nature 
in a very marked degree, we cannot see the 
reason why. 
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The Two Governors From Hancock. 


From present indications, a citizen of 
Hancock will be the next governor of 
Georgja. 

The last and, we believe, the only time 
that this grand old «county was so honored 
Was more than seventy years ago, when 
William Rabun was elevated to this dignity. 
This distinguished man was a native of 
Virginia. His father, Matthew Rabun, 
migrated from that state and settled near 
where the village of PPowelton now stands, in 
1784. He was the ancestor of Mrs. W. J. 
Northen and of many other men and women 
who occupy prominent places in society. 

We believe, however, that there is no liv- 
ing descendant bearing his name. His son 
William was president of the senate in 1817, 
when Governor Talbot died, and he was 
chosen to fill the unexpired term. He was 
afterwards clected governor for a full term, 
but died before its expiration. He had en- 
joyed but moderate advantages for educa- 
tion in his youth, but the native vigor of 
his intellect, combined with a sound, prac- 
tical common sense, enabled him to sustain 
himself most admirably in the high positions 
to which he was elevated. The traits, how- 
ever, which distinguished him most marked] y 
were his striking integrity and his deep, un- 
affected piety. 

He was a member and for many years the 
clerk of the Baptist church at Powelton, 
and he never forgot either of these facts 
while taking a prominent part in politics. 
It is said that he never missed a monthly 
conference of his church during the years 
that hé was governor, and that-he kept the 
minutes just as carefully and’ modestly as 
though he had not been the chief dignitary 
of the state. His funeral sermon was 
preached in the Baptist church at Milledge- 
ville by Rev. Jesse Mercer, with whom he 
had been on terms of the closest intimacy, 
but his remains were buried at his home, 
near Powelton, where they still lie in an un- 
marked grave. 

These incidents in the life of this great 
man are of interest now that we are likely 
to have for chief magistrate a man from the 
same county, and by marriage of the same 
family, who resembles him in more than 
One particular. With more of culture than 
Was possessed by William Rabun, Mr. 
. Northen possesses a similar practical sense 
and cqual integrity and a like faithfulness 
to his church obligations. 


The Middlesborough Monuments. 

Elsewhere we print a communication from 
an ex-confederate, in which forcible objec- 
tion is made to the project to erect statues 
of Lee and Grant in the new town‘ of Mid- 
dlesborough, Kentucky. 

We have information which leads us to 
believe that the carrying out of such a 
. project would be disagreeable to the mem- 
bers of General Lee’s family, and this ought 
to be a fatal objection, so far as tho south is 
concerned,. We have never supposed that 
the project was other than a purely fanciful 
one, intended as a sort of free advertisement 
for the town of Middlesborough, which is a 
new place on the map, and which illustrates 
what rusty English capital can do when it is 
pianied in southern soil. 

We have commented on the matter not 
unfavorably, but, on reflection, we are con- 
vinced that our correspondent is correct, 
Apart from the fact that such a memento 
would be displeasing to the: members of Gen- 

is nothing about it 
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suggest the propriety of such a memorial, 
and the memorial itself would be meaning- 
less except in the fancy of those who find an 
allegory behind every bush. 


The Cost of the Force Bill. 

The least vicious feature of the federal 
election bill that has just passed the house is 
the cost of it, and yet this feature will entail 
an enormous tax on the people. 
has been estimated at from ten to fifteen 
dollars for each election that is held under 
its provisions. 

The chief supervisors will cost a—million 
and a half, the supervisors six millions, 
and the deputy marshals four to five millions 
—making altogether a fine large sum for 
the people to pay for the pleasure of Reed 
and his tools, Perhaps if this matter had 
been called to the attention of the eight 
democrats, who were swigging rum punches 
at the congressional bar, and who are re- 
sponsible for the bill in its présent shape, 
they would have come to the rescue. Per- 
haps the idea would have struck them that 
there is many arum punch in $15,000,000, 
and this fact might have impressed them as 
a general proposition. Your genuine con- 
gressional rum swigger is nothing if not 
economical. 

Though these eight democrats might have 
prevented the passage of the bill if they had 
not been engaged in passing the rum, the re- 
publicans are to be held responsible for it 
before the country, and if it passes the sen- 
ate, they will discover that it is in the nature 
of a tool that cuts both ways. 

It is not only the tremendous cost of the 
measure and the large army of police, spies 
and heelers that it organizes, that will in- 
terest the people, but the interference of the 
federal government with the elections of the 
people. The democrats will see toit that 
the provisions of the measure, if it becomes 
a law, are made as effective at the north as 
at the south. In this way the people of the 
north will be given a large dose of the repub- 
lican medicine that was only intended for 
the southern states. 


“Harrison and White Caps.” 

Under the above heading The Chicago 
Times calls attention to a condition of affairs 
in Indiana which is suggestive, to say the 
least. 

Our contemporary gives the south a breath- 
ing spell, as it were, and shows up the 
‘“‘white cap’’ outrages in Mr. Harrison’s dis- 
trict in rather an unfavorable light. 

The Times takes advanced ground, and 
lays the blame of these outrages on Presi- 
dent Harrison. Every week we hear of out- 
rages by these ‘‘white caps,’’ as they are 
called, and yet nothing seems to be done to 
maintain the majesty of the law. Of Presi- 
dent Harrison’s responsibility the Times 
says: 

Mr. Harrison resides in Indianapolis, the capital 
of the commonwealth. Heis a public man and 
undoubtedly reads the newspapers, having a 
desire to post himself fully as to what is being 
done in Indiana. If so, he knows of these fre- 
quent outrages, and is aware that in all the other 
states of the country combined there is less of 
this work by reguiators than in his own.

This is plain talk, which Mr. Harrison 
may not relish, but it is, as the Times says, 
rather a reflection upon him that, claiming 
Indiana as his stamping ground, he should 
remain passive under .the grave charges 
which have been made against the state, and 
should fail to exert his influence tg bring 
about a better order of things in his own 
home. 

There was once a great howl over the 
depredations of the ‘‘ku-klux’’ in the south; 
but how is it that the ‘‘white caps’? contmue 
to flourish and terrorize the state of Indiana, 
and so little is flone to.repress them? , 

We submit that Mr. Harrison might do 
some excellent missionary work in his own 
state. Indiana cannot afford to have this 
bad reputation before the country.

THe BALTIMORE MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD 
says: “THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION has made a 
canvass of the state of Georgia with a view of 
arriving at the true condition of the farmer, the 
results of which seem to be a comptete refutation 
of the claim that while the south was enjoying 
marvelous industrial prosperity, its agriculture 
was languishing. THE CONSTITUTION’S returns, 
being of necessity only partial, may be subjected 
to some correction, but as showing the general 
condition of the farming class in Georgia they are 
probably not far out of the way. 

The list includes 1,991 average farmers taken at 
random and looked up on the tax books after- 
wards. Each county had twenty-five representa- 
tives. Of the entire number it was found that from 
1884 to 1889 two-thirds had gained thirty per cent 
and one-third had lost sixteen per cent. The 
gain in dollars was $1,290,313, the loss $384,601, 
leaving a net gain of $905,712. According to the 
statistics, 1,344 farmers had in 1884 an average of 
$3,136, and in five years gained $960, while 647 
large farmers, having $3,725 each in 1884, have 
lost $595. The same ratio 
white farmers of Georgia makes a 
net gain of $44,000,000, in five years. With 
an average capital of $3,136, two thirds of the 
farmers in the list of 1,991 supported their families 
and added thirty per cent. to their original capi- 
tal. A gratifying demonstration of the figures is 
that the gain is mostly among the small farmers, 
showing that in southern agriculture the man of 
limited means competes on equal terms, at least, 
with his richer neighbor. The figures under con- 
sideration certainly point strongly to Georgia 
agriculture aS a profitable business which does 
not suffer by comparison with banking and mer- 
cantile pursuits.

The samples 
were exactly in appearance like a sample sent him 
from Florida, and Mr. Axtell was not a whit dis- 
couraged when Mr, W. Pringle Frost, the chemist 
and phosphate expert, informed him that the 
samples were carbonate of lime. Mr. Frost 
showed Mr. Axtell some of the pure, creamy 
colored Florida phosphate, and Mr. Axtell at once 
remarked that he tad plenty of that on his place, 
but didn’t think it was worth anything. He pro- 
poses to bring a different sample down the next 
time. To a Morning News reporter Mr. Ax- 
tell said that the country in his section at the 
head of Sunbury river,. between its branches of 
Midway, Jericho and Limerick creeks, is under- 
laid with a stratum similar to the white rock or 
Florida phosphate shown him by Mr. Frost. Mr. 
Axtell says that this deposit is found at distances 
varying from three to vight feet from the surface. 
In putting down a well, he says, after excavating 
eight feet he had to blast fora distance of twefity- 
one feet. The deposits, which he is now con- 
fident corresponds to the eighty per cent Florida 
phosphate, Mr. Axtell says underiies 100 acres of 
his place. The carbonate of lime, which he sup- 
posed to be phosphate, he says, has been used with 
excellent resultsas a fertilizer by himself and 
neighboring farmers. He says that a neighbor of 
his has virtually no crop where he used guano, 
and splendid crops where the local fertilizer was 


used.

Next Friday is the anniversary of American 
independence. Next Wednesday is the day 
arbitrarily set for closing the debates in the 
house on Mr. Lodge’s bill for the regulation of 
federal elections.

‘HON. ED. ANGIER URGED TO RUN 


The Chances Are That He Is in 
the Race. 


Congressman. 


Colonel Ed Anvier for congress. 

That’s the latest ripple of interést that is 
calculated to excite puliticsin the Fifth. 

While Colonel Angier has not, as yet, taken 
any formal steps towards announcing his can- 
didacy, it is beginning to be talked about on 
every side, asa matter of certainty that he 
will run as republican candidate from this dis- 
trict. 

It is well known that at the last meeting of 
the republican state central committee, held 
in Atlanta, Mr. Angicr’s name]was decided 
upon as the proper one for the republican can- 
didate in the Fifth. 

The recent meeting of the republican sub- 
committee recommended the putting out of 
congressmen from each district. This further 
established the belief that Colonel Angier 
will be in the race in the Fifth. 

Yesterday he was asked how he stood in this 
matter. 

At first he was seemingly adverse to say that 
he would positively be in the field. 

After a few minutes’ talk, however, he inti- 
mated in no doubtful way that if ‘he could get 
the hearty support of his father’s old friends 
and his own friends he might before many 
days ‘‘shy his castor into the ring,” He said 
that a stronger pressure had been brought to 
bear upon him to run than he could have ex- 
pected, being so indifferent as he had been 
about seeking to enter the race. 

“The time seems to have arrived,” said 
Colonel Angier, ‘‘when the people want a 
man who can give them appropriations as well 
as good laws at Washington. 

‘“\ man should go to congress,’”’ he con- 
tinned, ‘‘with some definite, specific objects in 
view for the benefit of his immediate con- 
stituency. A government by parties is essential 
in all republics, and a congressman, whether 
from the north or the south, who is in touch 
with and a member of the party in power can 
be of much greater service and benefit to his 
people than a congressman of the opposite 
minority party. Right or wrong, the unde- 
niable fact is that under a democratic admin- 
istration a republican congressman cannot ac- 
complish as much for his district as a represen- 
tative in accord with ‘the powers that be ;’ and 
vice versa, under a republican administration 
a deinocratic congressman is not as potent for 
good as a republican representative. Well, 
the republicans have the United States senate 
for the next eight years anyhow, regardless of 
the congressional elections this fall or the

IN THE ARTESIAN WEIL YESTER- 
DAY , 


But Superintendent Richards Supplied the 
Deficiency—A Hole in the Casing—The - 
Work of Repairing Begun. 


The artesian well has failed. 

Thursday night about eight o’clock the 
pumps first failed to work. 
A hurried investigation was made, and th 
pumps, rods and foot valves were taken up, 

and all were found in perfect working order 

There was then but one solution of the dit- 
ficulty left, and that was that there was a hole 
in the casing. | 

So soon as this was found out, Superinten- 
dent Richards made a hose connection between 
the waterworks and the main hydrant, and 
the artesian tank was soon filled, so as to sup- 
ply the hydrants, sprinklers and other works 
that had been supplied by the artesian well. 

But those who drank the water at the 
hydrants, soon detected the difference, and the 
failure of the well became public. 

THE ARTESIAN WELL | 
was bored five years ago, and_at the time it 
was hoped that an artesian vein would be 
struck, which would furnish a freely flowing 
well for the city. 

Aftera long and laborious work, and the 
expenditure of a large sum of money, the 
project was abandoned when the boring 
reached a depth of 2,240 feet. 

The water rose within ten feet of the sur-

water by putting in a lot of pumping machin- 
ery, and by this means making the well a 
source of supply for the hydrants in the city. 

So far the supply has been adequate, al- 
though the use of the water for drinking pur-

There is a break and a leak somewhere be- 
tween the surface and the bottom of the well, 
but just where it is impossible to determine 
util the casing is pulled up, which will possi- 
bly require considerable time. 

The authorities have gone to work on the 
investigation, and will remedy the matter as 
soon as possible.

ATLANTA'S CENSUS WILL SHOW 
ABOUT 66,000. 
i 


A Talk With Colonel Thibadeau About the 
Final and Official Keport—The Augusta 
Muddle—Census Matters. 


Atlanta’s census has not stopped growing. 

The count will reach about 66,000. 

The supervisor is still at work with three or 
four assistants revising the work of the enu- 
merators before sending the reports to Wash- 
ington. 

It is tedious work. 

And Colonel Thibadeawd will probably not 
finish it for- several weeks. He is at work 
revising the city’s enumeration first, and will 
send that to the department’s office before 
beginning the revision of the county enumer- 
ation. 

He thinks it will require about ten days 
before he can finish the city’s count, and so 
soon as possible he will forward the report to 
the authorities, and let Mayor Glenn get as 
early as pgasible the official report. 

Colonel Thibadeau says there will be con- 
siderably more people in the city than he at 
first estimated. 

He says the country districts will also show 
up better than heanticipated—some of them 
showing wonderful gains in population. 

Nearly all of the enumerators in the district 
have sent in their finishing cards. 

The supervisor’s office is literally filled with 
huge packages containing all of the schddule 
reports of the district, and he has a half dozen 
of the Atlanta enumerators in his oftice assist- 
ing him in making out the final report. 

The fact that, with all his assistants, he has 
not been able to finish reviewing the work of 
four enumerators in ten days, shows to an ex- 
tent what a large amount of tedious work is 
before him. 

THIBADEAU AND AUGUSTA’S CENSUS. 

Colonel Thibadeau will not go to Augusta, 
perhaps. 

He says he thinks the census muddle down 
there don’t amount to much. 

‘The newspapers are kicking, and have 
written to the officials at Washington asking 
for a new count of the people, and that’s about 
all. 

“I received a telegram from headquarters 
asking me to go down and put some new 
enumerators in the field, but after second 
thought I hardly think it will be required of 
me. 

‘*There seems to be one district out about 
the factories of Augusta that has been neg- 
lected, but I don’t think there are more than 
forty or fifty names that haven’t been put on 
the list of Augusta’s population. 

“The more I learn of the census of other 
cities the more gratified I aim at the results of 
our county. Iam satisfied that I have had 
the best enumerators of any city under the 
dominion of the census. 

‘But the best of all is the fact that Atlanta’s 
per cent of increase beats any city in the 
county, and it is going to do better than I have 
quoted it.”’

The Lumpkin Independent says of the 
progress of this road: 

The surveying corps of the Alabama, Geor- 
gia and Florida railroad has reached Lump- 
kin. The road will pass within half a mile of 
the court house, about the same distance from 
the business part of town as the depot of the 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery railway. 
It will cross through the Hurley gap, about 
one and a half miles west of town on the ridge 
which forms the natural watershed of the 
Hlodchodkee and Hannahatchee creeks. The 
route as surveyed from Cythbert to this place 
follows very closely the old survey of the Bain- 
bridge, Cuthbert and Columbus railroad, and 
the profile of the road will show a very good 
practical route. There are no obstacles to en- 
counter around Lumpkin to prevent easy ac- 
cess to the suburbs of the town. It is rumored 
that from this place the survey wil! deflect 
towards the Chattahoochee river, crossing 
the Hannahatchee creek near Clark’s mill, 
and will strike the river a few miles above 
Jernigan, and pursue almost a straight 
line from there to Birmingham and Bessemer, 
taking a middle course between the lines of 
railway from Columbus to Montgomery, and 
Columbus to Birmingham; that a branch road 
will be projected from about Clark’s mill on 
the Hannahatchee creek to Columbus, which 
will probably be extended southward via Eu 
faula, Ala. From Cuthbert the road will go 
to Quincy or Tallahassee, Fla., via Bain- 
bridge, and from thence proceed to deep water 
on the gulf coast.
